The hardships 
of the community ‘caused by ‘the 
restiielions could not be too strong- 
ly emphasised, the Chairman said. 
Mr. Ketewall said he had received 
many ‘complaints about the water 
supply, some of.them in regard" to 
weak pressure and others about the 
sulfishness"of ground floor tenants 
who monopolised the supply, In 
connection with the latter griev- 
ance. no fewer than. thirty letters 
had reached the Water Department 
asking that ihe water pipes he dis- 
connected, these being sent by 
tenants of upper floors who did not 
get their supplies on account of 
the selfishness ‘of the ground floor 
inmates. He and (he Hon. Mr. 
Chau Sivki had interviewed | the
